CHRISTENING OF CANADA, 


Some Absurd Folk Etymologies «nd 
Speculative Ovigins. 

A recent article on the origin of 
the word “Canada” is as follows: 

Au article in a London publication 
says that the name ‘‘Canada” came 
from the exclamation of some dis- 
appointed Spanish gold hunters who 
looked up a gulch, saw no gold and 
exclaimed, “Aca nada!’’ Hence the 
name “Canada,” meaning ‘‘nothing 
here,” 

In Gannett’s “Origin of Certaip 
Place Names,’’, published by the 
United States Geological Survey as 
Bulletin 258, it is recorded that “Sir 
John Barlow says the Portuguese, 
who first ascended the St. Lawrence, 
believing it to be a passage to the 
Indian Sea, expressed their disap- 
pointment ° by saying ‘Canada,’ 
As a matter of 
fact ‘aca’? means in both Portaguese 
and Spanish ‘‘hither,’’ motion  to- 
ward. Rest in a place is expressed 
by “aqui”? in both languages and {ft 
is impossible for any one conversant 
with either language to say ‘hither 


nothing’? when they mean ‘here 
nothing.” “He would say ‘Aqui 
nada.” 


‘In the same Gannett book ‘‘Can- 
ada” is further defined: 


Father Hennepin says the Span-!. 


jurds were the original discoverers 
of the country, but upon landing 
they were disappointed in the gener- 
al appearance of the country und | 
expressed their feelings by saying | 
“11 Capa di Nada,” ‘‘Cape. Nothing.” 

It does seem amazing that such 
puerile explanations should be made 
and accepted unchallenged. ‘‘Il” 
and ‘di’ are neither’ Spanish nor 
Parrtuguese. Both are Italian, and 
the first is the masculine definite 
article ‘the,’ in this case improperly 
used with a feminine noun. , ‘DI 
is Italian for “‘of.”’. ‘‘Capa’’ is not 
Italian, but Spanish and Portuguese, 
and means “cape”; but itis the kind 
of a cape that a woman or a bull 
fighter puts around his shoulders 
and not the kind of a cape that juts 
out into the water. ‘‘Nada’’ is both 
Portuguese and Spanish and means} 
‘“nothing.’” 

If ‘Canada’? were spelled phoneti- 
cally it would be ‘Canyada,” ‘with 
the.accent on the second syllable. It 
is 2 common Spanish. word and 
means a rayine or gulch, If it is 
yery deep or long or has very abrupt 
sides it is called 9 ‘‘canyvon,” with 
the accent on the last syllable. ‘lhe 

vas probably siven by “Span- 
ish explorers who called the country | 
“Las Canyadas,"’ or the valleys, on 
account of its broken ci undulating 
surface; and the name has survived 
fn ihe singular number “Canada.”

LISTER’S BOLD EXPERIMENT. 
He. Used His First Draining Tube on 
Queen Victoria, 

A strange anecdote is related fn the 
"fe of Lord Lister by Dr. G. T. 
Wrench. It seems that Lister actually 
nsed Queen Victoria as the frst sub- 

ject of one of his great experiments. 

Shortly after taking up the chair of 
surgery io Edinburgh, according to 
Dr. Wrench, Lister was called to Bal- 
moral to operate on the queen for an 
abscess. Dr. Wrench goes on to say: 
“The operation was successful. Lister 
put in:a strip of carbolie lint to keep 
the wound open for drainage. But, un- 
fortunately, the matter of the absress 
did not come away properly, and the 
queen was still feverish and in pain. 

“Lister, disturbed by this unfavor- 
able course, walked alone’ in the 
grounds of Balmoral, a tonely walk 
being Lis custom when be bad a dif—- 
cult problem to solve. During his 
cogitations it occurred to him that a 
piece of indian rubber tubing might 
form an excellent path of exit to the 
discharge of a wound. It is illustra- 
live of Lister’s bold faith Io bimself 
that, though his patient was the bigh- 
est Indy in the land, be did not hesi- 
tate to make her the frst subject of 
his experiment.

Our Money and Stamps. 


ALL ARE JEALOUSLY GUARDED 


But, While the Dies Are 
. Saved, the Steel Plates Are Melted 
Down and Become Some Part of tho 
Armament of Uncle Sam’s Warships. 


All of the notes, bonds, checks and 
miscellaneous issues of the govern- 
ment, including postage stumps, Inter- 
nal revenue stamps and the different 
denominations of currency issued to 
wational banks, are printed from en- 
graved plites in the bureau of engray- 
ing aod printing at Washington. 

‘be original dies are never destroy- 
ed. By a system of transferring tho 
impression or design is passed from 
the die to a soft steel roll, which is 
Jater hardened. A bundred plates can 
be produced from one tard steel roll. 

All of this engraved work receives 
the same supervision and is accounted 
for just as accurately as the securities 
that are printed therefrom. Every 
morning the plates are fssued to the 
various printing divisions of the bu- 
renu, and in the evening, when the 
day’s, work is over, they are returned 
to the vaults of the custodian of dles, 
rolls and plates, where they are count: 
ed, ebecked aod locked up witb time 
locks, 

After approximately 50,090 impres- 
sions are printed from a steel plate it 
hecomes useless us far as its original

work become worn, and the portrait

‘The old plate is then 
canceled and laid aside, subsequently 
to be destroyed. 

This aestruction, or, rather, trans- 
formation. takes place just after the 
Ast of January each year under the di. 
rection of’ a committee appoipted by 
{he secretary of the treasury composed 
o! three persons, one of whom repre- 
sents the secretary and acts as chair: 
mun, another the commissioner of tn- 
ternal revenue and the third looking 
after the interests of the comptroller 
of the currency. 

Under instructions from the depart- 
ment the committee makes a schedule 
in duplicate of all the canceled mate- 
hal, the original lst being retained by 
the committee to form a purt of its re 
port to the secretary and the duplicate 
pliced inside the box in which the 
plates are to be packed. The boxes 
are made to hold an average of 150 
‘pounds each, AS encb box is filled the 
‘cover is nailed on and the box oum- 
‘bered and sealed with the treasury 
gent, The sealed boxes are then stored 
fn the vaults of the bureau until such 
tiine as is convenient for their convey- 
ance to the place of destruction. 

The committee recently reported to 
the secretary of the trensury the de 
struction of 4.826 pieces, weighing 
‘41.810 pounds—over twenty tons—with- 
drawn from the vaults. To convey 
this yast amount of metal required the 
services of eight laborers and a team 
of draft horses attached to one of the 
‘huge morey wagons of the burena, 
miking eight trips to the United States 
maivy yard, where the cremation takes 
place in the foundry. 

On arriving at its destinntian the 
committee directs the unlonding. The 
boxes are removed from the wagon on 
to linnd trucks and taken by elevator 
up to the floor level of the cupola door 
The boxes ‘are here opened, the carbon 
duplicate schedule removed and the 
plates again eounted and checked as 
they are cast into the Curnace. 

From the tlme the plates are taken 
from the vaults of the custodian until 
the last one is thrown into the fire they 
ore under the watchful eves of the 
members of the committee, who see 
that none goes astray, for if one or two 
of these plates should fall into tHlegitt 
mate hands and later be put to Im- 
proper use it would probably cause 
considerable embarrassment to the gov- 
ernment. 

In order to ascertain whether the de- 
struction has been complete, the com- 
Mittee must wait until all the melted 
steel is drawn from the furnace and 
the cupola opened and cooled, The 
melted steel Is poured into molds cov 
ering 2 great variety of castings that 
eventually find their way to the arma- 
ment of our modern battleships.
